The Desert Sun reoommends a "yes" 
vote on Proposition No. 7. 
Known as the Amendment to the 
Chiropractic Initiative Act, It would 
permit two, rather than one, board 
members from the same chiropractic 
school or college to be members of the 
State Board of Chiropractic Examiners 
at the same time, and also provides 
that the Legislature may fix fees of ap­ 
plicants and licenses and per diem com­ 


pensation payable to board members. 
We cannot see where it makes any 
difference whether or giot one member 
or two members come from one college. 
What other board has this requirement? 
If qualified members are not appointed, 
they should be replaced at the first op­ 
portunity. This Is the way it is, or 
should be, with all boards. 
The Desert Sun recommends a "Yes” 
vote on Proposition No. 7. 


Proposition No. 8 - No 


Proposition No. 8, if approved, would 
ease the restrictions on voting of those 
convicted of serious crimes. At present, 
a person convicted of infamous crime 
permanently loses his or her right to 
vote unless certain legal steps are tak­ 
en: (1)—a pardon by the Governor, or 
(2) a successful appeal for release of 
this penalty under certain provisión* of 
the Penal Code. 
Let’s keep it that way with a “No” 
vote on Prop. 8. 
Under the proposed change, a person 
convicted of a felony would automatic­ 
ally regain his voting privileges upon 


completion of service of hla penalty. 
The theory is that a public hearing 
would be embarrassing to the evcon- 
viot. ’ 
Quite 
properly, 
opponents of the 
measure point out that embarrassment 
is and should be part of the price exact­ 
ed for felony crimes. 
The whole proposal seems but an­ 
other facet of 
the 
“go-soft” 
school 
which would have society pussyfoot hi 
the face of mounting contempt of the 
•law and a mounting crime rate. 
We suggest you get tough with a 
"No" vote on Proposition No. 8.

Herbert Samson. Palm Springs 
bank official and chairm an of the 
Californians for Water committee 
here, today supported Proposition 
One on the Nov. 8 ballot by em­ 
phasizing the bonds sought "are 
revenue bonds, and that their re­ 
payment will be made . . by those 
who use the water." 
"The state will only be lend­ 
ing its credjt. as it does for many 
other state programs. " Samson 
explained. 
/ 
HE CONTINUED THAT the es­ 
timated $1.75 billion bond cost will 
be repaid to the state with in­ 
terest by water districts contract 
ing for the water from the State 
Department of Water Resources. 
Money will be used only as need­ 
ed. with expenditures expected to 
avcragf $75 million annually, with 
some years up to $125 million. 
"When one compares this to the 
$150 million a 
year 
the 
state 
spends on the State Budding Pro­ 
gram. the $200 million on Veter 
ans Farm and Home Loans and 
$696 million a year on highways,

Feather River Project is a modest 
bargain," Samson said.
